Ben L. Liberman, bo ard m em ber 
acting as spo kesman fo r the co m- 
missio ners, said Ro wland neglected 
to re))o rl the accident case pro m pt­ 
ly to the o ffice o f the chief o f 
po lice in pro per fo rm. 
He j)o inted to Captain Ro wdand’s

A tuppenny Washington politi­ 
cian named Bill Flarbury 
. . . a

Corn Tassel . . . a Georgia sea 
dog, C ap’n Tom Gibbons 
. . . a 
tired-out helper in Lochner's Utica 
bakcshop . . . a poor Se-Utle slavey, 
Elsie Parish . . . a stubb<;rn neigh­ 
borhood grocer named Nebbia in 
Rochester, N. Y, . . . the w ander­ 
ing Flissouri serf. Dred Scott. 
All these in the great process 
of evolution w hercunder the court 
has shaped the law h a \ e been the 
hum an instruments of change. 
It 
w'as the troubles of these simple, 
undistinguished peo})le which led 
the austere justices 
U> twelve de­ 
cisions which—in the opinion of 
authorities on constitutional law— 
more than any others, have shaped 
the political, economic and social 
de\'clopment of the United States. 
When the jusHces sit down at 
the great mahogany table under 
a 
priceless cry.vtal chan ii lier in their 
o\al 
conference 
roorr. to debate 
the merits of John Lowis's coiudc- 
tion and $10,000 fine for (‘onlempt 
of Justice Goldsbor'.ugh’s court, it 
will 
be 
bol.-tered by numerous 
learned and 
logical decisions of 
the })c<st. 
On tlaise past decisions 
the court will interpret the case 
of the coal union’s boss, for that 
is how tlic Sujireme Court “legis­ 
late:-.” 
Its pr'>cess is earetully cv- 
olutionar.x 
lie 'or re\*olutionary. 
“ Wha t the J udges Sa y . . .“ 
Always tlie Court pro\es that 
its current finding is no; or-dy logi­ 
cal, but utterly consistent. 
Yet 
minorities— that sometimes 
grow 
into majorities—fitlen take exactly 
opposite p(;sitions anri prove, with 
equal logic, that they, too, are ut ­ 
terly consistent. 
Therefore few argue with the 
oft-quoted 
rem ark 
of 
Charles 
Evans Hughes, wiio left the S u­ 
preme Court to run for President 
and went back, as Chief Justice to 
become one of the tribunal’s out­ 
standing figures that “the Consti­ 
tution is what the judges say it is.” 
If that is so. it is because back 
in 18 03, old John FTarshall, in the 
Case of the FI id night Judges, pro­ 
claimed fho Suprem e Court's in­ 
herent right to tell Congress where 
to get off and the President w hat 
he ought to do. 
By a clever judicial trick, FTar­ 
shall ducked a showdown test with 
Thomas Jefferson, then President. 
By the time he faced such a clash 
—with 
Andrew 
Jackson — the 
C ourt’s right to veto legislation for 
unconstitutionaiity was safely ac­ 
cepted. 
And so, any study of Suprem e 
Court decisions that have made 
history must begin wdth w hat law ­ 
yers and judges cite prosaically as 
“Flarbury v. Fladison, 1 Cranch 
137.”

“No court on earth can control 
the legislature,” w arned Senator 
Wright of Flaryland on the floor 
of that proud body. 
“It is dangerous to countenance

shouted 
Senator 
Breckinridge of Kentucky. 
It seemed probable that President 
Jefferson would defy, or at least 
ignore, any order that the court 
might issue, directing delivery of 
the Flidnight Judges’ commissions. 
So the court, w’ith its Chief J us ­ 
tice as spokesman and very prob- 
a’bly as principal strategist, w’orked 
out a neat solution.

In 1791 the United States “sol­ 
em nly” guaranteed to the Chero­ 
kee Indians, by formal treaty, all 
lands they had not ceded lying in 
Georgia, the Carolinas. Tennessee 
and Alabama. 
Ih 18 02 Georgia 
ceded to the nation its lands in 
w hat now’ are Alabama and Flis- 
sissippi— the same mentioned in 
connection with the Yazoo case— 
on condition the U. S. should ex­ 
tinguish Cherokee title to lands in 
Georgia. 
But the federal govern­ 
ment actually freed, by purchase, 
only one out of five million acres 
of such Indian lands. 
The Georgia legislature acted to 
extend state jurisdiction over the 
I'cimiining acreggc. 
The Chero- 
kees w’anted none of it. 
While the 
controversy 
raged. 
Corn 
Tassel 
liquidated a fellow’ Cherokee and 
Georgia 
sentenced 
him 
to

hanged. 
Georgia Defia nt 
The Supreme Court ruled that 
Georgia 
had 
no 
jurisdiction in 
Chcn)kee county and issued a w’rit 
for Corn Tassel's liberation. 
Gov- 
c I'lior Gilmer sent the w’rit to the 
Legislature, with a scorching mes- 
."age in which he promised to re­ 
sist any attempt to enforce the 
writ every force al his command. 
Andrew’ Jackson w'as president. 
He and the Supreme Court had 
fiad a long cat and dog fight over 
the Bank of the United States. He 
was a state’s rightcr. 
He sym pa­ 
thized with Georgia, frankly, and 
iie said he didn’t see how’ he could 
properly do anything in support 
of the court. 
Historians 
now’ 
are 
skeptical 
about the statement, which H or­ 
ace Greely later attributed to Gov­ 
ernor George N. Briggs, of Massa­ 
chusetts 
(then 
a 
Congressman) 
quoting Jackson: “Well, John M ar­ 
shall has made his decision. 
Now 
let him enforce it.” 
Georgia hanged Corn Tassel. 
What might have happened if 
the court had ordered Jefferson 
to deliver commissions to the Mid­ 
night Judges, and he had refused, 
is anybody’s guess. 
W hat might have happened if 
Georgia still had been interested

It cannot be 
held for pri(^ to go up. Like all 
meat packers, Swift & Company 
must sell, within a few d a ys, this 
perishable product for what it 
will bring—no matter what price we paid for it.
